Dur¬ 
ing  the  last  cuntury.  and  in  the  early  part  of 
the  present  one,  the  ministerial  thrones  stood 
in  such  .secluded  places  as  Bethlehem,  North 
ampton,  Morristown,  Franklin.  Litidifield. 
and  Ureenfirld  Hill  There  stoo<  1  the  theo 
logical  anvils  on  which  such  men  as  Bellamy 
Edwards,  Ba|r>es,  Emmons,  Beecher,  and 
l>irigl«t  ltammfrcd  out  their  systems  of  d«»c 
trmal  diviaity*  Country  quiet  gave  tiiuo 
for  study  and  hard  thinking.  Jonathan  Ed¬ 
wards  never  conid  have  written  the  immor¬ 
tal  treatise  on  Hie  Freedom  of  the  World  be¬ 
hind  the  bell  pull  of  a  noisy  city  street* and  a 
crowd  of  callers. 

In  nur  times,  the  great  cities  are  absorbing 
culture,  brnina,  energy  frum  the  rural  dia 
mets  into  their  greedy  maws.  City  congre¬ 
gations  scour  the  land  to  find  ministers  who 
will  ‘  draw.  "The  names  of  conspicuous  city 
preachers  si  line  in  the  public  journals  .  and. 
ivH^Kfesuix.  many  a  rural  pastor  grows  rest 
lc^  and  wants  to  fly,  like  the  mtths,  into 
the  bright  candle  This  is  a  foolish  smbl 
ti.iiv  l^-t  every  country  (wstor  who  has  a 
strong  f.x.tliold  among  his  people  and  who 
is  doing  the  Ixjrd  s  work  successfully  learn 
therewith  to  b*  content. "  If  he  has  not  the 
city  pastor’s  large  salary,  neither  does  he 
have  his  constant. drain  upon  the  puree,  if 
lie  has  not  the  metropolitan  notoriety,  neith 
er  dors  he  feet  th#  responsibilities  and  a  ex 
at  ions  which  the  notoriety  brings  w  ith  it  If 
tie  has  .lot  some  of  the  luxuries  of  city  life, 
he  has  not  its  wear  and  its  worries.  ^ 

A  minister  ha*  to  encounter  certain  difficu! 
ties  wherever  his  tent  is  pitched.  Witty  Dr. 
John  I  cshl  used  to  say  that,  “in  the  country 
tli'-y  sleep  religion  to  death  and  in  the  citioB 
they  kill  it  with  silks  and  ice  creams. "  But 
let  the  rural  {oatoronly  keep  his  people  w ids 
awake  i  as  the  Bellamys  and  Chapins  and 
r->rtere  were  wont  to  do  hereabouts),  and  he 
will  fiud  that  healthy  bodies  and  undisturbed 
minda  and  home**  free  from  city  temptations 
will  furnish  hnn  a  glorious  field.  A'ountry 
folk  have  tiros  to  (AtsA  Tkey  can  digest 
good  sermons  Thefc  brains  afe  clarified  by 
pure  air  and  oat  door  work.  Play  house* , 
gaming  rooms,  and  miolnight  rout*  do  not 
demoralise  his  simpler  and  more  sedate  ra^ 
ishiooere  }If  lives  in  the  eye  of  Nature, 
feasts  his  soul  on  green  fields  and  the  ever¬ 
lasting  hills,  aad  feels  that  Uod  is  nearer  than 
in  the  roaring,  wicked  town.  Above  all,  it 
I*  given  to  hint  to  train  up  the  bovs  who  will 
yet  become  the  working  force  in  the  affairs 
of  church  umi  auto.  I’ountrjr  boys  have 
always  come  t«  rule  ttu  notifn  What  a 
mighty  rtspongibilitr  rests  oq  country  pul 
pits  and  pastors  ’

and  good  ventilation.  And  yet  how  few 
people,  ia  selecting  a  location  for  their  reoi- 
Jeuce.  take  three  two  things  into  considers 
Hop.  A  hoop?  w^Kh  u>  dofectivs  in  either 


of  three  two  things  la  a  family  death  trap. 
Bad  drainage  in  the  country  ia  the  fruitful 
cause  of  malaria,  typhoid  fever  and  miny 
other  diseases  I  while  H  induce*  a  low  Hiil 

uf  the  system  which  Make*  H  tf  |^t 

td  Uly  epidemic  disorder,  Ia  Ihd  large 
Chic*  bad  drainagi-  fills  the  house#  with 
sewer-gsa,  which  produces  a  variety  of  ma¬ 
larial  disorders,  and  introduces  the  germs  of 
typhoid  fever,  diphtheria  and  kindred 
scourges.  Ill-ventilated  room*  intensify  the 
evils  arising  from  bad  drainage;  ami  even 
in  a  perfectly  well  built  house,  and  in  a 
healthy  location,  they  drain  the  system  of  its 
power,  and  are  the  cause  of  half  the  cases 
of  consumption. 

The  Importance  of  pure  air  was  Wull  illus¬ 
trated  at  Prineeton  College  lost  year.  The 
town  is  a  beautiful  one,  supposed  to  b*  very 
healthy,  and  the  College  building  roomy 
and  well-appointed  Suddenly  the  atadents 
began  to  fall  tick  of  a  typliwiualarial  fever, 
fur  which  no  apparent  cause  e? luted 
Pr*wident  McCosh  described  it  re  “a  dis- 
jiensation  of  God,  sent  to  chasten  and  hum¬ 
ble  oa;"  but  a  little  Match  showed  that  it 
was  only  a  dis|<ensation  of  sewer-gas.  The 
students  were  sent  home,  and  extensive 
changes  have  been  made  in  the  sewerage,  at 
considerable  ci|»ctiHe.  Members  of  the 
New  York  Board  of  Health  and  of  the  New 
Jersey  State  Board  of  Health  declare  th* 
building  to  be  now  In  perfect  sanitary  condi¬ 
tion.  All  the  trouble  aud  the  lore  of  several 
lives  might  have  l»e«n  prevented,  if  the 
trustees  of  the  College  had  only  been  *ufH 
clently  Ini pronaed  with  the  fact  that  pure 
air  is  as  much  a  uec-sslty  of 'a  college  course 
as  pure  mathematics. 

It  can  hardly  be  too  strongly  insisted  that 
the  only  preventive  of  disease  is  pure  air  to 
breathe,  and  pure  water  to  drink.  Given 
tlu-se  two.  and  with  reasonable  care  of  him 
self,  any  man  ie  almost  sure  to  live  ont  his 
three  core  and  ten  years,  unless  suddenly 
killed  by  one  of  those  accidents  that  no  fore¬ 
sight  can  prevent.  Aud  while  be  d**-*  live, 
be  the  time  longer  or  short er,  lie  will  feel  a 
buoyancy  of  spirit*  aud  extract  an  amount 
^  '.appinere  out  of  even  unfavorgbkc^cutn 
stances ,  that  is  A^i'vn  only  to  the  man  who 
has  a  sound  mind  in  a  sound  body.  No  man 
can  do  the  work  that  Uod  designs  him  to  do 
in  the  work),  if  he  is  continually  In  that 
state  of  languor  and  imwtla  which  al'vsysac- 
c  on  pat  i  -•  the  haHtu&l  b:e\thing  of  bod  air. 
No  man  »  soul  can  be  in  a  heahby  atmosphere 
while  his  lungs  are  all  the  time  breathing  in 
poi  on.
